Mr. Kingsbury, quoting extensi- 
vely from Biblical passages, iu' 
terpreted the fact that God would 
not forgive "the unrepented sin 
ner." 

He said, "Forgiveness is made 
a virtue and unforgivcness a sin; 
thus God is willing to commit sin 
to punish sin. In this case, two 
wrongs make à right. If God is 
not a hypocrite. He must forgive 
all of our sins." 

"A discussion of the relation 
ship between man and man is a 
discussion of the relationship be- 
tween man and his God. God can- 
not Argive you if you do not for- 
give your fellow men," said Mr. 
Forth. 

The basic word in the Christian 
gospel is love. We cannot talk in 
terms of sin and virtue; but only 
in terms of love and/or lack of 
it. God's love for us results in his 
guidance. It will not let him force 
us for forsake us, he said. 

Mr. Lotz said that it is easy 
to forgive those who love you. If 
God loves ali of mankind, he must 
forgive those who hate Him as 
well as those who love Him. "If 
God does not do this ho is a hypo- 
crite." ; , 

Speaking for himself and Mr. 
Kingsbury, Lotx said, "I wouid 
rather go to hell as an honest man 
^than to heaven as a hypocrite." '

ISLAMIC ARCHITECTURE 
DR. M. B. SMITH TOPIC 

Islamic Architecture is the topic of two speeches to be given by 
Dr. Myron Bernent Smith on Monday, November 21, 1955 and on 
Wednesday, November 23, 1955, at 8:30 pm in the McGill Physical 
Science Center. 

His lectures are jointly sponsored by the McGill School of ArchN 
lecture and the Institute of Islamic Studies. The first deals with 
Islamic Architecture as a cultural expression of the native people, 
both past and present; the second lecture covers Islamic Gardens 
and their prototypes in the ancient Near East. 

Dr. Smith, born in 1897 in New 
York State, studied at many uni- 
versities in the United States and 
Canada, including McGill. Most of 
his work deals witji the history 
of various architectures (including 
sculpture, painting, stone-work) 
art, religion, and other cultures. 

He made two field-trips to Itoly 
and one to Persia studying stone- 
work, brickwork, and stucchi; in 
Persia he directed an expedition 
for the study of ancient archite- 
cture, and made explorations in 
Adharbaijan, Kurdistan, and other

"Every candidate for Honours in English, or in English and an- 
other subject, must; if so" required by the department, pass, near the 
close of his lost year, a general examination in English, either oral 
or written conducted by a Cornmittee of the Department." 

For the past three years this ambiguous threat has been planted, 
like on unexploded land mine, at the end of the English section of 
the Arts and Science Colendor. It is hardly designed to reassure, or 
even to enlighten, the prospective English student. No hint is given 
of what combination of circumstances might cause the Department to 
touch off the explosion. No student con be expected to pay much 
attention to so uncertain a possibility. In fact, within living memory) 
no such exam has been given — the mine hos never gone off. 

T^iere is a strong case in favour of comprehension exams at the 
end of honours courses. The honours student should not be encou- 
raged to confine his attention to the particular courses he happens 
,to take. A general review of his subject should give him o more ba- 
i^lanced perspective of his specialty. Most students in, for example, 
honours Philosophy would probably agree that they gef more out of 
their individual courses from knowing that they will be required to 
assemble the fragments for a general exam. The honours English 
course is, at present, by no means the most challenging at the Uni- 
versity. Some of the individual courses (which are open to all students 
honours or otherwise) tend to attract those 'students' in search of 
à 'snap'. A general examination might be an improvement in this 
situation. 

The decision, of course, rests with the members of the English 
deportment. One way or the other they can remove the present un- 
certainty. With its removal should come o revision of the current 
wording of the Calendar.

The background and present day 
applications of modem methods 
of therapy were discussed yester- 
day by Mrs. Helen Gault, Assist- 
ant Director of the McGill school 
of Physical and Occupational l^he- 
rapy, in an address to the Prc- 
Mcdical Society. 

She reviewed the earliest Greek 
and Roman applications of mass- 
ogc and hydrotherapy, as well as 
discussing their more modem us- 
age. 

Mrs. Gault said that the aim of 
both the physical and occupation- 
al therapist is to prevent any part 
of the body or mind to suffer from 
disuse; or, In case of Illness where 
such'i^isj^iinavoldable, to prepare 
thé' individual to get up on his 
feet and begin to function by him- 
self once agin. 

In doing this, the occiipntionol 
therapist uses the stimulus of 
work and vocation to keep the 
patient's mind busy and happy, 
thus enabling the equally import- 
ant rehabilitory work of the phy- 
sical therapist to continue for a 
much longer time.

Picnic 'oy William Inge, present- 
ed by Script Theatre at The Em- 
press, while neither exceptionally 
well played, nor havingr anything 
else fthat.would mark it as great in 
any iJieatrical sense, does succeed 
in makiner an evening entertaining. 
With .this in view, it is worth see- 
ing. It certainly deserves more 
than the one miserable curtain call 
it got when I saw it. 

There is a twofold plot, one side 
being the love affair between the 
, beautiful daughter of the house 
and the semi-no-good footballer; 
and -the other being the love be- 
tween the local store-keeper and a 
school mistress at the local school. 
These various loves resolve them- 
selves, for good or iil, during the 
town's picnic. 

Actually the play is almost a 
tragedy, but the way It is play- 
ed at the Empress does not allow 
us td leave with any sense of 
4ifinBl heartbreak. In fact it tries 
to put a grin on our faces. 

The acting and the direction 
particularly during the first act, 
tended to drag somewhat This 
was, to a large, extent, due to a 
lack of sufficient'experience and 
ability in comic technique. A 
notable exception to this was 
Miss Corinne Copnick who was 



often really funny as the school 
teacher. Unfortunately, however, 
she remained rather amusiqg, 
even' in her serious scenes. Mr. 
Ned Cowlan, playing the local 
grocery merchant, is also to be 
congratulated for a steady and 
enjoyable performance. 

The female lead, the part of the 
lovely daughter, was taken by Beth 
Kramincr. She looked the part very 
well, for she has a sweet face, a 
lovely figure, and is strikingly 
dressed. Her acting, however, while 
't was often quite, good, was some- 
times shallow. So, when she in- 
dulged in a rather passionate kiss, 
instead of the expected wavering 
sign from the audience there was 
nn eclat de rire. 

The rest of the parts were all 
excellently cast, and for the most 
part adequately handled. Hal (Len 
Birman) looked as he should 
— magnificently brawny — but 
his notable lack of dancing abi- 
lity spoiled one scene. The ugly 
sister, Millio, played by Ellen 
Balkan, was well acted, and Do- 
rothy Boyaner, playing the^^parfe 
of the "dcar-old-lady" liêïghbiraf 
showed the soft friendliness of her 
character rather well.

Berljayfsky 
Recital

Every so often artists who have 
retired from the coiicen stage 
attempt a "come-back". Usually 
these aro pretty* painful affairs. 
Last night's recital at L'Hermir 
tage .by Joseph Berljawsky was 
one of the happy exceptions. 

True, it took Berljawsky the 
first two numbers to warm up 
to his audience and . to his in- 
strument, biit^ after that in the 
Dvorak Sonatine in G, the audi- 
ence was treated to a splendid dis- 
play of playing in the grand style. 
Berljawsky, according to advance 
releases on his concert, is prima- 
rily a teacher and conductor these 
days. Fortunatcl there was none 
of the pedagogue evident in his 
playing of this warm, light-heart- 
ed work. 

The Hidemith . Sonata in E is 
one of the more easily approached 
works of this^^uBtt^ùjînrere com- 
poser, BerlJamlSPIfflDs Vien- 
nese, stressed the "joie de vivre" 
that is evident to all who seek it. 
in this music. The fugal passages 
had all hallmarks of a sophistica- 
ted game of- tag, 

RaveVs TtiguTU 

The violinist made a point of 
the individuality of. his interpre- 
tation of Ravel's Tzigane, This, 
he says, ho has patterned after 
the performances of Georges En- 
esco, with whom he also discussed 
the work. As such the point of 
view is extremely interesting and 
casts a new light on , the music. 

The tempo is generally about 
half usually adopted and many 
passage that are usually glossed 
over are necessarily seen in a new 
perspective. This is particularly 
true of the piano part Here most 
accompanists fake through the illf- 
ficult sections with the use of the 
sustaining pedal. Last night the 
pianist, John Newmark, was for- 
ced, of necessity, to attempt all 
of the notes in the score, a very 
embarrassing situation for every- 
one concerned. 

On the whole though both play- 
ers gave of their best .and the 
evening, after its hesitant start, 
turned out, to be one that provided 
nn unalloyed pleasure to the sym- 
pathetic members of the audience.

Weekend leaves ar,e divided into 
two categories, J; Each student in 
first, seM^I^ third year may 
take one'^^lonj'^eekend a term 
(6 pm on Friday until 0. am on 
Monday) without giving up leav- 
es.

The Meeting will consider all items which may be presented in accordance with 
the Constitution, and, in particular, the following amendments to the ConsfituHon: 

An omendment to "Article Xll-Referendum" which wos approved in full at the 
Meeting held on February 10, 1955, ond which was ratified by the University with 
the exception of "Section 5" which now reads: 

"For referendum to be of ony effect whotsover, ot leost 300 students must 
vote". 

The University has proposed thot "Section 5" be altered to reod: 

"For the referendum to be of any effect whotsoever, at leost 20 per cent of the 
members of the Students' Society must vote". * . 

An amendment of paragraph four of Section "(b) Elections" of "Article V- 
Officers" which now reads: 

'The Vice-President shall be elected by the Students' Executive Council from 
among their own number before the fifteenth doy of February in each year. In Hie 
event of resignation, a successor shall be elected by and from the Students' Executive 
Council." . . 

It is proposed thot this porogroph be altered to read: 

'The Vice-President shall be the President of the McGill Union".
